Sth, “ That a duty of ten fhillings be paid upon every two- 
wheeled carriage, upon which a duty of excife is now char- 
ged, to be paid by the maker.” 

The fame refolutions were, upon motion, ordered to be re- 
ported on Monday next. 

Tax on SHOPKEEPERS. 

Mr Gilbert Signified, that he had a report to bring up from 
the Committee on the bill impofing a tax on fhopkeepers. On 
the Speaker’s putting the queition, “ ‘That this report be now 
brought up,” 

Mr Auféy rofe and faid, difagreeable as it was to him to 
oppofe any tax given by the Right Honourable Gentleman at 
the head of the Exchequer, in aid of the ways and means of 
the year, at a time when he knew perfealy well that money 

‘mutt be raifed upon the public by taxes, yet he found himfelf 
under the neceflity of objecting to the report’s beiag brought 
up. The tax, it had been thought at firlt, would principally 
prefs on the fhopkeepers of the two cities of London and Welt- 
mintter, and that was chiefly the objet of complaint in thofe 
cities ; but it had fince appeared, that the tax was obnoxious 
throughout! the kingdom. He trufted, therefore, that the 
Right Honourable Gentleman would not perfift in forcing a 
tax on the people, againft which they generally objected. At 
any rate, as the bill had gone through the Committee only the 
day preceding, and as, fome material alterations had been made 
fn regard to the proportion of the tax to be paid by the differ- 
ent claffes of thopkeepers, viz. thofe from 5 1. to tol. being 
now to pay bat 6d. initead of 1s. formerly propofed; and 
thefe from 10 1. to 201. being fubjeS&ed ro a pound rate of 1s. 
inftead of ts. 3d.; anda faving claufe in favour of the ba- 
kers, who, being fubjected to the affize, could not poffibly re- 

ay themfelves by aa encreafe of price on their cuftomers —he 
hoped the Right Honourable Gentleman would not hurry the 
bill through the Houfe, but would give leave for the report’s 
obeing deferred for a few days at leaft, that the people in the 

“€ountry might know what the alterations, that had been made, 

“ewere, and might have time to declare their opinions upon the 

“" fubject. 

The Chancellor cf the Exchequer faid, the bill had been fo 
fully difcuffed the preceding day, that it was unneceflary for 
him to take up the time.of the Houfe with any argument a 
on the principle. Moft- undoubtedly it was extremely dla. 
greeable to kim to prefs any tax upon the people againft which 
fo many very refpectable Gentlemen in that. Houfe had ftarted 
objefions ; and if any tax could be fuggelted that was likely 
to produce the fame fum, and prove lefs liable to objeétion, he 
... Should very readily confent to Sectins this tax, and adopt that ; 
bat no tax having been Tuggefted that, io his judgntent, was 
likely to come within that defcription, difagrecable as it was, 


he held it to be an indifpenfible part.of his duty to perfift in 
urging the bill for the prefent tax, through the neceflary ftages. 
With regard to any attempt to hurry it with more than necefla- 
ry difpatch, Gentlemen farely forgot how very long ago it was 
that the tax bad been propofed, ayd_that the alterations made 
the preceding day were merely in diminution of the propor- 
tions of the tax to be paid, and confequently were not likely 
to create any greater degree of objection to the tax than pre- 
vailed before. 

Sir Harbord Harbord fail, from his knowledge that taxes 
mutt be impofed on the } » and from his confidence in the 
Right Honourable Gentleman, he had hithefto fapported the 
tax, and voted in favour of it; but he had’ received a letter 
from his conftituents that day, complaining that the tx was 
extremely partial and oppreflive, and defiring him to oppofe it, 
and, if poflible, to prevent its pafling into a law, declaring at 
the fame time their readinefs to contribute their fhare towards 
the public exigencies, in any other way that the Houfe thould 
think proper to adopt. Sir Harbord faid, for thefe reafons he 
mutt beg the Right Honourable Gentleman to relinquith it, or 
at leaft to give a few days time for the general opinion to be 
colle&ed refpecting it, before the bill was attempted to be car- 
ried farther. 

Mr Plumer faid, he hoped, after what had been faid by fo 
refpeGable a member, the reprefentative of one of the largeft 
and moft populous cities in the kingdom, -the Right Honour- 
able Gentleman would give way, and confent that the report 
fhould not be brought up for fome days. Mr Plumer faid fare 
ther, that he was not fo circumftanced as the Honourable Ba- 
ronet who had juft fat down: He had hitherto voted againft 
the tax, and he fhouldicaitinue to vote againit it as often as 
the Houfe came to a vote upon the fame fubjes. 

Mr Poawney faid, the tax, as impofed by the bill, was par- 
tial, and would bear heavily on thopkeepers in general; but if 
a claufe could be inferted in the bill, allowing thopkeepers to 
charge their cuftomers an intereft of 5 per cent. on all debts 
due to them above one *twelvemonth, he was perfuaded the 
cafe would be completely changed, and that, inftead of com- 
plaining of the tax, fhopkeepers would confider it as a boon and 
a favour, and would cheerfully accept it as fuch. Mr Powney 
reafoned upon the fairnefs of this propofition ; tradefinen, he 
faid, had a right to be paid what was due to them once a year, 
and if it was not convenient for gentlemen to pay their tradef- 
men’s bills once a-year, they ought in juftice to pay legal in- 
tereft for the amount, reckoning from the year’s end. 

Sir Edward Afley faid, had the receipt-tax been made ef- 
feQual, perhaps the tax an fhopkeepers might have been unne- 
ceflary.. He had. he-dtclaredy in two fuccetlive Adnuniltra- 
tions fuggefted whut'hé thought would have made it effectual, 
but without faccefs. “What he withed was, that the perfon 
who received the money fhould be obliged to find the receipt. 
Sir Edward ftated, that a itoble Lord had thought the propo- 


‘fition impraéticable, and it had not been adopted ; he therefore 


would vote for the prefent propofed tax. 

Lord Surrey urged the Kight Honourable Gentleman to give 
further time. His Lordthip faid, his objections were againit 
tae proportion impofed on the higher claffes of rents, which he 
thought, in many inftances, both extremely unequal and into- 
lerable. The lower rate would fcarcely be felt, but the high- 
er rates were extremely difproportionate and oppreflive, and he 


“was perfuaded the country in general would think fo. He 


hoped, therefore, the Right Honourable Gentleman would 


confent that the report fhould be deferred for a few days. 
Mfr -vitderman Newnham deirea tat aie Trou would not 


fuffer what an Honourable Gentleman had faid about the in- 
fertion of a claufe, fubjecting the debtors of tradefmen to pay 
an intereft of five per cent. after their bills had been due a 
twelvemonth, to induce them to relax their oppofition to the 
prefent bill. Surely a regulation might be very proper, but he 
hardly fuppofed the Honourable Gentleman himfelf thought 
fuch a claufe. would be inferted in the prefent bill. With re- 
gard to the arguments of moft of the Honourable Gentlemen 
who had fpoken againft the bill that day, they had profefled 
themfelves advocates for time, and had withed the report to be 
put off for a fhort time ; now as he withed it to be put off to 
eternity, he fhould certainly vote againft its being received at 
ail. . ; : 

On putting the queftion, the Speaker faid, “ The Ayes have 
it.” On which Mr Alderman Newnham faid, ** The Nees 
have it ;”” whereupon the Houfe divided, Ayes 47. Noes 26. 

The report was then brought up, read a firlt and fecond 
time, and agreed to. ‘The Chancellor of the Exchequer then 
fignified his wifh that the bill might be read a third time on 
Monday ; but Mr Hufey remont{trated againit its being read a 
third time fo foon, aad moved that it be read a third time next 
Wednefday. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer moved, by way of amend- 
ment, to leave out the word “ Wednefday,” and infert the 
word ‘ Monday.” On putting the queftion, the Speaker's 
decifion was queftioned, and the Houfe were about to divide, 
the ftrangers having been defired to withdraw, but it ‘was af- 
terwards agreed that the bill fhould be read a third time on 
Monday. . 

Mr Dempffer afterwasds brought up a petition from the 
hawkers and pédlars in aad about the town of Halifax in York- 
thire, which was read at the table, and prayed relief from the 
Houfe. ot tgety SMe aia, 

Mr Dempfter faid, ix. was his intention to move at a future 
opportunity, that the petitions from the hawkers and pedlars 
thould be referred to ¢ Committee of the whole Houfe,. previ- 
ous to any bill’s being brought in to abolith them, in order 
that it might be taken {ato confideration, whether it would not 
be better to encreafe the price of their licenfes, than to abolihh 
them.altogether. — 

Mr Pye faid, the fhopkeepers -in general complained of 
hawkers and-pediars, as extremely prejudicial to them, and to 
every fair trader. 

The petition was ordered to lie on the table.

Mr Pitt, m the courfe of Wednefday night’s debate, in the 
Committee on the Irifh propofitions, mentioned that the final ar. 
rangement was not to take place until the reciprocity had been 
agreed to by Commiflioners who were to be appointed on both 
fides. Of this circumftance a member took notice, and feem. 
ed to think that it conveyed no very handfome conipliment to 
the Houfe, and to the members who had taken {fo much paing 
in difcufling fo important a meafure.

den’s amendment, to tlie fenenteenth frifh propofition, for the

at prefent.” 

The fhopkeepers of England may now fee how well they 
are reprefented ! Only 134 members prefent when the bill was 
in a Committee of the whole Houfe for laying a land-tax on 
them of two fhillings in the pound, exempting the opulent 
warehoufemen, manufafturers, merchants, and all the other 
people of property in the kingdom, from the fame grievous im- 
polt.

They reprefented to the Minifter the heavy, partial, and un- 
equal burthen of the tax ; and in particular, the Chairman inv 
formed him, that, in the parith of Se Martin’s only, they were 
upwards of 15¢o*pounds fhort in the parith rates payable 
from fhopkeepers lalt year; and he alfo {tated the impofhibitity 
of tradefmen raifing the prices of their articles upon the confi. 
mer, becaufe moft of their prices were well known, 

Mr Pitt anfwered, that if he could be convinced the intend- 
ed tax oppreffed the poor people in the manner the gentleman 
had ftated, he thould be glad to withdraw it; but, at the fame 
time, he faid, it was not in his power to relieve them. 

Mr Bellamy defired to know, Wat would convince him of 
the unfairnefs of the tax. Mr Pitt was filent. 

Thurfday at noon, a meeting of the retail thopkeepers ia 
Southwark was held at the Town-Hall, at St Margaret’s Hilt 
in the Borough, to confider of oppofing the tax now pending 
in the Houfe of Commons on retail hops. Richard Carpen- 
ter Smith, Efq; being called to the chair, he opened the bufi- 
nefs of the meeting. Mr Stafford, Mr Quinfey, Mr Stewart, 
Mr Bond, and other gentlemen, fpoke co the partiality, op- 
preflivenefs, and impolicy of the tax, as. calculated to opprefs a 
particular fet of perfons who were leaft able to bear the great 
load of taxes. A variety of refolutions were entered into, and 
it was generally determined to oppofe the tax in every ftep of 
its pafhng through both Houfes of Parliament.

Yefterday, a meeting of the Faculty of Advocates was held, 
at the requifition of feveral refpectable members, when as great 
a number attended as could haye been expected at this feafon 
of the year.

fu very materially and eflentially concerned.

In confequence of the remit fromthe General A flembly, 
their Commiffion, yefterday, took up the caufe of Mr M‘Lag- 
gan. His objections to take the evidence of William Reid and 
Janet Bunzie, and the evidence in fupport of the objections a- 
gainft Wiltiam Reid being read, the counfel for the profecu- 
tors gave up William Reid as a habile witoefs. A motion 
was then made ** to find William Reid an inhabile witnefs, be- 
‘* caufe he was employed as an agent in this profecution ; and 
** becaufe, from the proof now read, it ap»ears, that he had 
“ been acting and tampering with the witnefles.’’? “This mo- 
tion was unanimoufly adopted by the Commiffion ; in confe- 
qiience of which the prefbytery of Selkirk are prohibited from 
admitting the faid William Reid as a witnefs in this caufe. 

The evidence in fupport of the objections again{t Janet Bun- 
zie as a witnefs was then read. After hearing parties, the 
Commi flion unanimoufly * fuftained the objections againft ta- 
king the evidence of Janct Bunzie, in refped it appears, to the 
fatisfaction of the Court, from the evidgnee now produced, that 
the had conceived malice againft therdefender, and had taken 
{trong fteps for the fubornation of witpefies.). Tbe Commiffion, 
therefore, found the faid Janet Buazie altogether inadmiflble 
as a witnefs.”? 

The Commiffion next proceeded to confider the reference 
of the Prefbytery on the proof ot the fecond libel. The two 
articles which had been found relevant were read, together 


with the proof ic fupport of them, and the exculpatory evi-’ 


dence for Mr M‘Laggan. Parties were firft heard on the ar- 
ticle which accufed Mr M‘Laggan of prevarication before the 
Synod. A motion was made and feconded, “ To difmifs 
this article as not proven, and to,afloilaic the defender.” Af- 
ter long reafoning, the Commiffion; without a vote, adopted 
the above motion. y 

The other article of the libel, refpeting.indecent behaviour 
betwixt Mr M*Lapggan and Alifon Mein, with ‘thte~preef of 
fered in fupport of this article, were-read, and parties heard. 
The Commiflion unanimoufly found this article not proven, 
and therefore afloilzied the defender: ’ 

Tt was then moved, ** That the profectitors be held as ca- 
lumniators, and cenfured accordingly,” ‘This motion, the 
Commifhion, without a vote, agreed to. ‘The Commiflon, 
therefore, reported thefe profecutors to the Prefbytery of Sel- 
kirk as calumniators, to be cenfured according to the laws of 
the church. 

We cannot conclude this article without obferving, that 
all the Gentlemen, whether Honourable or Reverend, who de- 
divered their fentiments on this occafion, weré tnanimous in ex- 
prefling their difapprobatign of the conduct of the profecators in 


‘this caufe, and in their deteftition of’ oe Bunzie, Who, for 
i 


her malevolence, and attempts t fitborn : tneifes, they agreed, 
deferved to be punifhed in the moft exemplary manner. Froni 
thefe unanimous decifions of the Supreme Ecclefiaftical Court 
of this country, it is to be hopéd, that every unfavourable im- 
preflion regarding the conduct of Mr Maclaggan will be for 
ever removed, and that he will be again reftored to that refpec- 
tability in the Church, and ufefulnefs in his parifh, which he
